SATURN SOLUTION—The recently tested first stage of 
the giant Saturn moon rocket was so huge it had to be 
transported by barge from Huntsville, Ala., where it was 
assembled, to its launching site at Cape Canaveral, Fla. 
But moving the smaller second stage may prove a problem, 
too. Its builder, Douglas Aircraft, has suggested an airplane 
piggyback method to bring it from the plant in California. 
As shown in drawing above, the 41-foot-long, 13,000-pound 
unit, too large for road or rail, would be carried atop a 
C-133 cargo plane. National Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration is also considering using dirigibles and gliders. 


MISSISSIPPI BECOMES MIGHTIER—Extension of water 
transportation into America's heartland is nearing reality in 
the Minncapolis-St. Paul area with construction of this 56- 
foot wide, 400-foot-long navigation lock. Due for completion 
in 1963, the lock will provide river commerce with a 40-foot 
lift over St. Anthony Falls and an additional 3V4 miles of 
navigable river for the area's vital business and industry.

POP-UP TRAFFIC CONTROL—Internally illuminated traf- 
fic markers that appear out of and disappear into the 
pavement are a new aid to traffic control. Flexible rubber 
markers, able to withstand tire impacts up to 60 miles an 
hour make it possible to change traffic flow patterns to suit 
needs, as shown in photographs above. Called "Movatron," 
the system can be operated automatically or with the flick 
of a button. Time, labor and danger involved in manually 
erected markers are eliminated, also overhead lane signs.
